N in his progreſſe through the wor that is iniquitie 
and peruerineſſe : the third in his going out of the world, not 
without paine and perill: and naſcs in corpore wortaliegrotare off, 
to be born into the world, is to be thruſt out intoa Spittlehouſe. 
And if we conſider almoſt tlie whole courſe of a mans life, how 
it is ſpent, we ſhall finde it compoſed of nothing clic, bur infir- 
mities & remedies, maladies and medicines, ſickneſſes and their 
phyſick, and the phyſicke and remedies many times more trou- 
bleſome then the diſeaſes chemſclues;whea man is hungry he is 
not well till he eat, & labor killeth without reſt after abe com- 
fort of the one to cure the paine of the other, and yet ofttimes 
cating makes as ſicke as hunger did, the reſt of the body yeelds 
no reſt to the mind, and the time of quiet proues the moſt vn- 
quiet time of all. It came to paſſe that ſhe was ficke; What, this 
and charitable matron ? yea, and no maruaile at it, the 
d chaſteneth whom he loueth, and afflicteth with ſome 
kind of croſſe or other euery ſonne whom he doth receiue, and 
qui excipunr 6 numero flagellatorum, e xcipitur e numers filizrum, 
They that are altogether without correction, are baſtard; and not 
ſonnes, Heb; 12. 8. But it proues in Gods children, though 
harſhro fieſh and blood, as the clay by our Sauiour Chriſts po- 
wer, did to the blinde man, Toh. g. an excellent meanes to open 
thoſe eyes which were ſhut by ſinne, and make a man ſee both 
Gods power, and his one weakneſſe, which in time of caſe 
and freedome he did not ſo well diſcerne : for the fruit of wiſ- 
dome groweth on the tree of trouble, and the ſchoolehouſe of 
affliction is the ſchoolehouſe of inſtruction. Bat if iudgement 
N be executed on the houſe of God, where ſhall the wicked and 
ſinners appeare ? tie one are eorrected in the world, that they 
may not be condemned with the world; and the other let alone 
oft. times ro ſpend their daies as oxen in fat paſtures, of purpoſe l 
to be reſerued for a more grieuous ſlaughter. O then, if you will 
that death ſhall not be terrible when it comes (though the Phi- 
loſopher calls it of all terrible things = worſt) —

bidthe forerunners of death welcome; learne to entertaine, as 
ye ought ſickneſſes patiently, rhe ſickneſſes of the body and 
crolſes patiently, the croſſes of the minde; and loſſes patiently,

10. but what meanes Job ſo immediately to the former 
words wen is fiche, to adioy ne thoſe other, and wan dyetb, why 
doth he ſo ? Is it to ethe miſeries to which poore man 
in this world is ſubĩectẽby the whole feope of the text ic ſhould 
ſceme it is, and yet how can it be ſot for man is ficke and dyerb, is 
no more then man hath gone a long and a weariſeme pilgri- 
mage, and hach finiſhed his courſe, or man hath laboured and 
wearied himſelfe al the day long, and is ſet him downe to reſt; 
or man hath ouer-watchc himſclfe and is falne aſleepe: this is 
ma i cle, and dyeth : death indeed, the remembrance of 
death is bitter to the man that is at reſt in his poſſeſſions, that 
hath nothing co vexe him, bur hath proſperity in all things, 
whoſe brefts are yet full of milke,and his bones of marrow,who 
may waſh his plants with butter, and whoſe rocks powre him 
Sour riuers of oyle; Ohe would the newes of death make him 
ſtartle, and his knees {mire eachother with trembling,as ic fared 
with Felix when Paw/reaſoned of the judgment to come, Ad. 
24 25. But when a man ſhal long fordeath, as a ſcruant doth

for the ſhadow, an hireling for the end of his worke, and a wo= 
man in trauell for her deliuery: when he would ſeeke for death 
if hee knew where, as a man would ſecke for treaſures, and ro- 
ioyce if he could finde the graue: whoſe checkes are gummy 
with weeping,and the picture of death firs in his eyes, who ne- 


uer cates morſell with pleaſure, but is ſtill dying in the bitternes 


of his ſoule : ro ſuch a man how acceptable would the iudge- 
ment of death be, and to dye after ſickneſſe no degree of miſe- 
ry ? Indeed if wee conſider death as adioyncd to that world of 
miſeries which in this world of miſery we are ſubie to, then 
is death a more excellent medicine then all the Art of man can 
preſcribe, to cure all diſeaſes: but if in the cauſe of it which was 
ſinne, and in the nature of it, euen the diſſolution of naturezthen 
doth fleſn bid away to death, though it be the ordinance of the 
Lord ouer all fleſh;yea all. The words of le doe ſhew the Pedi · 
gree of all mankind, / haus ſaid to corruption, thou art my father, 
and to the wormes, thou art my mother, and my ſiſter, lob 17. 14. 
And if King Dawid (aid perſonally of himielfe, prophegical- 
ly of his Lord and ours, 1 aw 4 werme and no man, What man is 
there that is not a wormealſo ? This we know well enough all 
of vs, euen ſo well that the Deuill himfelfe cannot make vs be- 
leeue the contrary,he dares not ſay to vs as he did to our firſt pa- 
rents, ye ſhall not dye, they had ſcene none dye before them, wee 
haue bad millions, yet ſee how eaſily he makes fooles of vs, hee 
chokes vs with the ſame air as he did them, but with this diffe- 
rence, he gaue them the bait whole and they ſwallowed it, he 
giues it — peeces, as that we ſhall not dye yet, not this day, 
ot this weeke, or this moneth, or perhaps not this yeare; and ſo 
i es vs ſo to liue, as if we were immortall, neuer 
— ing either of deaths certainty, or hells miſery, or heaucns 
The duecoakderaion of which things, euen of death alone,
